Advife that they have made there great 
Rejoicings upon account of the Viéto 

obtained by General Staremberg, and the Relation 

brought by Count Culmenero having been made 

Publick, has occafiond a grett Joy in this Province,

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and revived the Courage of the People, who feem- 
ed very much dejected upon the falfe Accounts 
poblified by the Enemy; That the States of Hol- 
land are aflembled fince Wednefday laft, and the 
Perfionary having laid before them the State of Af- 
fairs in Spain, they are refolved ro exert all pofli- 
ble Efforts for affifting the King of Spain, without 
weaken the Forces that are to act in the Nether- 
Jands; That the Letters from Paris fay, that the 
Garrifon of Gironne has made a vigorous Salley, 
killed a great many Men, and levelled the Ap- 
roaches ; Tbatthe Letrers from Spain fay, that 
befides the Marquis the Thouy, Caprain-General, 
wounded and taken Prifoner in the Battle of Villa- 
viciofa, Don Jofeph de Armendaries, Licutenant- 
General, was killed, 1-Mareichal de Camp killed 
and one wounded ; 2 Brigadiers kilicd, 2 miflirg, 
and wounded ; 5 Collonels killed, and 6 wound- 
ed, whereof 2 are Prifoners; 1 Lieutenant-Collc- 
nel killed and 6 wounded, whereot one is Prils- 
ner; bur they have noryer the Lift of inferior 
cers killed and taken, who are in great nuinbers
